WASHINGTON. Oct. 24-—(/)—~

Embargoes, quotas and higher tar- 
iffs all are at the command of the 
administration if thorough investiga- 
tion finds pleas of American pro- 
ducers for aid justified. NRA may 
make only preliminary investigation. 
If it found a basis for action, the 
president would turn the ‘question 
over to the tariff commission for 
thorough sifting. Upon its findings, 
he would act to control foreign com- 
petition. 

The order was issued as Ameri- 
can newsprint paper producers met 
with Canadian and European paper 
men te attempt to work out a volun- 
tary price agreement which would 
safeguard the Americans in assuming 
the higher costs imposed by code 
terms. A tariff was virtually out of 
the question on newsprint, Adminis- 
trator Hugh S. Johnson pointed out 
to reporters, vecause two-thirds of 
the pulp consumed by American 
newspapers comes from the Cana- 
dian forests. The objective, he said, 
would be to keep the present price 
structure intact. Paper men, how- 
ever, talked of raising prices to end

Two- Story Warehouse of 
Atlanta Cotton Oil Com- 
pany Is Destroyed. 


Two thousand bales of cotton, valued 
at approximately $95,000 on today's 
market, went up in billowing smoke 
late Monday night in a fire that de- 
stroyed a warehouse of the Atlanta 
Cotton Oil Company at 94 Milton 


| street, N. E. 


The fire was discovered at about 
| 10:15 o'clock by W. M. (Arch) Nelms, 
nightwatchman, only 15 minutes after 
he had made his round of inspection. 
The warehouse, a two-story frame 
building lined with tin, was a blaz- 
ing mass when two engine companies 
arrived. Firemen brought the flames 
under control, but deep in the tiers 
of closely packed bales the fire burned 
on through the night, 

The warehouse adjoined the tracks 
of the West Point railroad, so close 
that bales could be trundled into the 
building out of freight cars. Steel 
beams, walls of tin, and flaming bales 
fell across the nearest tracks when 
the building collapsed. A switch en- 
gine, pulling some freight cars, was

is to be paid for it.

‘tations from London; Paris and other 
foreign centers. The price they agree 
‘upon is to be slightly higher than the

TOA SEEN 
IN GUBAN TURMOIL 


Factions Believed Close 
To Accord on Coalition |-—= 
Cabinet Plan. 


By EDMUND A, CHESTER. 

HAVANA, Oct. 24—()—While 
authorities strove tonight to prevent 
the spread of a paralyzing, officially 
labeled “political” strike, negotiators 
said they believed they had found 
the avenue eventually leading to a 
compromise of the embattled factions 
of Cuba’s leadership, 

The basis for the anticipated com- 
promise was a so-called parliamentary 
plan, which, while leaving Grau San 
Martin in the presidency, would con- 
centrate the real power in the hands 
of a coalition cabinet or an advis- 
ory commission in which all factions 
would be represented. 

The proposal was reliably said to 


| have the indorsement of Cuban stu- 


dent factions, described as increas- 
ingly anxious to forsake political life 
and return to the University of Ha- 
vana. 

Five opposition groups, the A B C, 
OC RR, Menocalists, Marianists and 
nationalists, were said to be consid- 
ering the proposal with favor, but as 
they believed that each succeeding 
day sees the weakening of the admin- 
istration’s power, they were unwill- 
ing to forego possible concessions. 

But the strike occupied a major 
share of the government’s immediate 
attention. Commerce was paralyzed 
in Havana as one store after another 
joined the movement inaugurated by 
the opponents of the government Mon- 
day at midnight. 

Half a hundred arrests, among 
which were a number described by po- 
lice as “foreign agitators subject to 
deportation” and the wounding of two 
persons marked the government’ s day- 
long campaign against the strike. 

Police, soldiers and sailors visited 
as many stores as they could reach, 
insisting that they remain open, The 
walkout was scheduled to end at mid- 
night tonight, but many merchants 
welcomed the opportunity to close 
their doors, and the possibility was 
seen that the strike may be extended.

U. S. To Establish Con- 
centration Points in 
Cities of Georgia and 
Florida. |

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—With 
an view to relieving Georgia and Flor- 
ida communities of the burden of pro- 
viding for the thousands of unem- 
ployed persons who may be attracted 
to the states this winter because of 


the mil climate, the federal emer- 
gency relief administration is about 
to undertake a new experiment in 
handling the problem of unemployed 
transients. 

Harry L. Hopkins, federal relief 
administrator, was revealed today to 
be perfecting plans for the establish- 
ment of a series of concentration 
camps in the two states, to take 
care of transients who go south in 
quest of employment only to ‘find 
themselves dependent on local com- 
munities for support. 

Details of the plans, which will 
mark an innovation in public relief 
policy, are now being worked out and 
are expected to be announced within 
a few days. It already has been ten- 
tatively decided to erect camps in 
four principal cities of Florida— 
Miami, Jacksonville, Tampa and Pen- 
sacola—while two or more “regional 
centers” will be established in Geor- 
gia. 

Jobless Clearing House. 

The regional camps will be intend- 
ed as a sort of clearing house for un- 
Femployed transients passing through 
Georgia en route to Florida. The 
purpose will be to detain * persons 
with no definite prospects of employ- 
ment. in sight and dissuade them 
from continuing to Florida if possi-

For the moment it is not known 
where the camps will be located in 
Georgia, but Waycross, Brunswick 
and Savannah have been mentioned as 
possible sites. 

An ample sum of federal relief 
money will be earmarked for this pur- 
pose, not chargeable to either state’s 
normal share of funds. Working on 
the plan with Administrator Hopkins 
is Morris Lewis, who was especially 
loaned to the government for the task 
by the Travelers Aid Society. 

As explained by officials of the re- 
lief administration today, the camps 
or “concentration centers,” as they 
are to be termed, will not hold out in- 
vitations to the unemployed public to 
spend a comfortable winter vacation 


in a warm climate at the expense of 
the government. 
Must Earn Support. 

Every person who avails himself 
of the facilities of the centers will be 
required to earn his support by eer 
forming certain work selected and laid 
out for him with a view of his per- 
sonal training and experience. Any- 
one showing a disposition not to abide 
by the discipline of the camps will be 
denied accommodations. 

As viewed by Administrator Hop- 
kins, public policy demands that they 
not be allowed to go unaided by the 
government. Nor does he feel that it 
is fair to leave the burden of their 
support on communities of states like 
Georgia and Florida which, on ac- 
count of climate may attract more 
than their share of them during the 
winter months. 

Having in mind that the camps are 
not to be permanent institutions or 
the persons accommodated to remain 
there permanently, provision will be 
made in the setup for returning the 
transients to their homes. To this 
end, arrangements will be made with 
the railroads for providing transporta- 
tion. But before a person can obtain 
such transportation he will have to go 
through a specified period of work. 
The work program will be of a “se- 
lective type.” <A dentist, for agp 
will not be assigned the task of a 
woodcutter. nor will a school teacher 
be required to perform labor not in 
his or her scope of training.

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Nazis Jail British Correspondent 
- After Story on German Militarism 


MUNICH, Oct... 24.—(#)—Noel 
Penter, a correspondent for the Lon- 
don Daily Telegraph, wae held ‘at po- 
lice headquarters on an official 
charge of “suspicion of espionage” to- 
night without being permitted to com- 
municate with the British consul 
general. : 

The official appealed to the police 
president on behalf of the newspaper- 
man, but wastold that the investiga- 
tion of the case was “in such a stage 
that nobody is permitted to see Pen- 
ter.” The consul general protested 
thereupon and said he would return 
tomorrow with a more emphatic de- 
mand. . 

After Penter’s arrest earlier today 
his apartment was searched and all 
documents confiscated. C. A. Ebach, 
Munich correspondent for Reuters’ 
(British) News Agency, whe shared 
the apartment with Penter, also was 
threatened with arrest, but fled, 

Unofficially Penter was told the 
ire of authorities was aroused by his 
article on a speech Chancellor Hitler 
gave before storm troopers near Kel- 
heim, Bavaria, last Sunday, in which 
Hitler repeated Germany’s desire to 
live on peaceful terms with the rest 
of the world, but on a basis of equal- 
ity. 

He wrote that the German press 
had been ordered “to avoid everything 


that. might represent the celebration 
as of a military character and par- 
ticularly to make no mention of the 
firing of salutes, the inspection of 
the ranks by the chief of staff, and 
the participation of the reichswehr.” 

His view of the exercises was that 


“these 20,000 men, drawn up in mil- 


itary formation with their uniforms 
and full equipment, save for their 
rifles, were eloquent of the well-train- 
ed army which even today Germany 
could put ‘into the field,” and that 
“particular anxiety is felt lest the 
British and French press should be- 
come perturbed by events such as oc- 
curred here today.”

With so er 
a per cent of the revenue-producing 
wealth of the country contributing 
nothing to the support of govern- | 
ment, an unjustly heavy burden is | 
put on other types of securities and 
on business and industry. 

It has been the general belief that 
only by constitutional amendment 
could these securities be brought 
under the federal income tax law, 
but to this position the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch takes exception in 
an editorial in which the history of 
tax-exempt securities and past ef- 
forts to tax their revenues is care- 
fully reviewed. 

This leading midwestern news- | 
paper argues that the passage of 
the sixteenth amendment gives con- 
gress the right to include these se- 
curities in its tax levie~. The 
amendment provides that congress 
can tax incomes “from whatever 
source derived, and without appor- 
tionment among the several states 
and without regard to any census | 
or enumeration.” | 

The only court decision existing | 
which denies the right of congress | 
to tax this type of Securities was 
rendered 40 years ago, wheu the | 
supreme court held that it would | 
be unconstitutional to tax the in- | 
comes from state and municipal | 
bonds. The decision, reached by a 
divided court, was based ow the 
grounds that an income tax was a_ 
direct tax and under the constitu- | 
tion could only be levied on the | 
basis of population, and that 
could not be applied to the income | 
from state and municipal bonds be- 
cause such levy would violate the. 
principle that states and their in-- 
Strumentalities are exempt from 
federal taxes.

Following this decision agitation 
for the sixteenth amendment was 
immediately begun, but thé amend-- 
ment was not adopted until nearly 
20 years later. The language of 
the amendment, in the opinion of 
the Post-Dispatch, “‘is so straight- 
forward and direct that there would | 
seem no question that both of the 
objections which the court had_ 
raised against the income tax in 
1894 had been removed.” 


‘Since there has been no effort 
by congress to tax these securities 
since the adoption of the sixteenth 
amendment, and hence the question | 
has not.again been submitted to the | 
supreme court, the Post-Dispatch 
advocates that as the first step to-. 
wards the taxation of this now ex-| 
empt class of securities congress | 
inaugurate a test of— 

The powers which it already en- 
joys under the sixteenth amendment. 
There is no point in amending the 
constitution until we know whether 
there is any need to amend it; the 
American public should not allow an 
issue of such importance to be de- 
cided on the basis of obiter. In view 
of the liberal trend which has heen 
manifested in recent decisions of the 
court, there is a zood chance that 
legislation to tax the income from | 
state and municipal bonds would pass 
the test-of judicial review. Only if 
the court blocks the way is there need | 
to resort to constitutional amendment. | 

Certainly, either through this 
method or in some other way, the 
way should be paved for the levy- | 
ing of a proper tax on these state 
and municipal bonds.

mental support so long as many 
billions of the nation’s wealth can- 
not be reached by the tax col-

Dollfuss Escapes 
Assassin. : 

The tiny chancellor of Austria, 
Herr Dr. Dollfuss owes his life to 
the fact that he wore braces and that 
the bullet fired by the assassin was 
deflected by the buckle on his suspend- 
ers. The moral is, of course, to wear 
suspenders all the time. But there is 
also another moral. The fellow who 
fired two shots at the Austrian chan- 
cellor was a half-wit, it is said. So 
was the woman who fired at Musso- 
liai some years ago and so, by all ap- 
pearances, was the Italian who tried 
to kill President Roosevelt, the at- 
tempt which cost the mayor of Chi- 
cago his life. 

Another half-wit shot and _ killed 
Jean Jaures at the outbreak of the 
war, Always those half-wits, you will 
observe. In a way they can't be 
blamed. Their minds are sick. But 
that is just the int. In the case 
of the Austrian chancellor's would-be 
assassin, the man had been nourishing 
his sick brain on all sorts of violent 
nazi propaganda, wherein Dr. Dollfuss 
was accused of being a traitor to the 
German cause, an enemy of Hitler, an 
opponent of a strong, united Germany. 
a fiend in the pay of France and all 
that sort of stuff. 

Nobody suggests that Herr Hitler 
or his organization planned to murder 
Dr. Dollfuss. But in the final analy- 
sis the responsibility falls on the 
shoulders of men who advocate violent 
measures and who thus, let us hope 
unwittingly, inspire scatter-brained 
fanatics to their evil deeds. 


The Prince

_ big shots in the upper world of finance gave in 

private their frank reactions to Mr. Roosevelt's plan for progressive 
dollar devaluation, They were illuminating and far different from 
the blarney and abuse put out by opposing money agitators. 

One, a democrat, recently returned from Europe, said: 

“There will be a war in Eurcpe within a year. It will pull us 
out of the hole. What Mr. Rocsevelt is doing now will soon be 
immaterial. If he is going to stabilize the dollar, all right, but his 
words are somewhat indefinite.” 

The second, a republican, whose judgment is equally re- 
spected: : 

“If he works toward stabilization it will be a good thing. But 
I doubt if this plan-alone will restore commodity prices.” 

These represent probably the two best views on the subject.

Mr. Roosevelt is trying a line of devaluation and stabilization 
which is a composite of the two plans recommended to him by 
his experts. 

It has put him into an untried field where no one, not even 
he, can be sure of results. The details of how he works out the 
idea mean everything. 

If he devalues the dollar through periodic adjustments in the 
price of gold, obtains his desired 1926 commodity price level, and 
then stabilizes the dollar next year under a commodity dollar (gold 
basis) system, that will be fine. 

But no one knows-whether he can do It. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s associates say he deliberately strove to create 
such uncertainty. That is supposed to be part of the scheme. 

His inner problem was to quiet the farm inflationists and the 
industrial money stabilization men at the same time. So he strove 
to. create an inflationary psychology by suggesting dollar devalua- 
tion in a progressive indirect way. In the next breath he sought 
to pacify the stabilizationists by offering stabilization when the 
proper devaluation point was reached. 

Killing two birds with one stone has been attempted before, 
but never when the birds were flying in opposite direction, miles 
apart. , 

However, that intention explains why he confined the announce- 
ment of so vast a project in a single rather ambiguous paragraph. 
A general pot shot at the entire sky might bring down the game.

The commodity 
dollar plan would then be invoked. 

Under it, a sliding gold standard would be maintained mathe- 
matically to keep the purchasing power of the. dollar at its 1926 
basis. That would be continued for this generation. 

Obviously, Mr. Roosevelt held back announcement of these 
simple steps because he did not want to be tied to them. As long 
as he reserves the right to change his mind, uncertainty will con- 
tinue. It may encourage speculation but it will also keep every

Putting the proposition another 
way, both gold and, for instance 
wheat, might be classed as commodi- 
ties, If, theoretically, an ounce of 
gold were the equivalent in value of 
a certain quantity of wheat and the 
number of dollars that gold represent- 
ed were increased, there would be, it 
was argued, an increase in the num- 
ber of dollars that particular quan- 
tity of wheat would command in the 
markets. 


Well Pleased. 


While dissenting views have been 
expressed, Mr. Roosevelt and his ad- 
visers, however, evidenced belief that 
the results would be what they were 
hoping for. 

Thus far, there had been no an- 
nouncement of plans for direct opera- 
tions by the R. F. C. in the world’s 
gold markets. Such activities were 
announced by Mr. Roosevelt as a 
part of his monetary plan and pre- 
sumably might be expected later. Buy- 
ing’ gold abroad, it has been suggest- 
ed, might be the tool with which he 
would keep the dollar depressed in 
terms of foreign currencies, for, it 
was contended in some quarters, there 
is little difference between buying for- 
eign gold with dollars and selling dol- 
lars for foreign exchange. 

While Washington continued to 
argue over just how inflationary the 
Roosevelt move might be expected to 
be, a group of inflationists, including 
members of congress, farm organiza- 
tion and industrial leaders adopted a 
resolution urging the president to ex- 
pand the currency immediately. 


Government Control. 


The measure also urged government 
control of all monetary gold, pay- 
ments to depositors in closed banks by 
January.1 and the widest practicable 
use of silver in currency expansion. 
It asserted that the “substitution of 
credits or debts for currency cannot 
restore porsperity.” 

The group that approved the reso- 
lution included Senator Thomas, dem- 
ocrat, Oklahoma, a leader of the in- 
flation bloc, who previously had ex- 
pressed hiniself as well pleased with 
the Roosevelt monetary move. Oth- 
ers who participated were John F. 
Hylan, former mayor of New York; 
James H. Rand Jr,, chairman of the 
committee for the nation; E, FE. Ken- 
nedy, of Kankakee, Ill., of the Na- 
tional Farmers’ Union, and former 
Senator Robert L. Owen, of Okla- 


oma. 
With the gold program under way, 
some congressional exponents of sil- 
ver monetization said they expected 
Mr. Roosevelt to direct his attention 
to some means of helping the pro- 
ducers of the white metal.

While Atlanta measures up well to 
the average on the number of hospital 
beds for general hospital care, and is 
more than covered on the number of 
hospital beds for children, there is 
more need of beds for tubercular and 
mental cases, as well as chronic and 
convalescent cases, Dr. Bristol said. 
Feeling that any legitimate way of 
filling empty hospital beds of private 
institutions is in the interest of econ- 
omy, Dr. Bristol suggested that some 
beds of private hospitals be set aside 
for chronic and convalescent cases 
and selected cases of tuberculosis, 

Other speakers on the afternoon 
program, under the general heading of 
“Health Needs of the Community” 
were Dr, J, P. Kennedy, city health 
officer; Dr. W. N. Adkins, Fulton 
health officer; Dr. A. G, Fort, of the 
Fulton County Medical Society; W. 
A. Hansell, assistant city chief of con- 
struction in charge of sewers, and Dr, 
Massey Clarkson, director of sanitary 
engineering for the state board of 
health. 

At the morning session, under the 
heading of “The Challenge of Lei- 
sure,” Kendall Weisiger said that the 
new “forgotten man” is the unemploy- 
ei man who is out of a job because 
he has not been able to keep up with 
the competition of his better equipped | 
brothers, and that the body politic 
will have to develop some way to af-| 
ford him sub-standard employment 
where he will be barred by the dis- 
qualification for the industrial se-

Visit of Violets Is Honor 
to City; Rush on 
Tickets.

Speaking of bringing the mountain 
to Mohammed, the University of Geor- 
gia is accomplishing no ordinary feat 
in bringing the New York University 
football team to Atlrens on the com- 
ing Saturday. 

When a team like the Violets leaves 
a city of 6,000,000 souls to ride 2,000 
miles to play a game in the deep 
south, it is a distinct tribute to a city 
of less than 25,000 to be able to at- 
tract and entertain such a team. But 
that is exactly what little Athens is 
going to do and in a big way. 

A call to that city reveals that the 
university officials and the city offi- 
cials are planning to take care of a 
crowd exceeding 25,000, which will not 
be Athens’ largest crowd, but a pretty 
fair draw in these days and times. 


“You never saw such a rush on 
‘tickets as we are having over here,” 
said Athletic Director Herman J. 
Stegeman. ‘It’s a good thing that 
the Georgia Athletic Association is not 
on the NRA or they would have to 
go out and hire a lot of extra ticket 
men. As it is, they are pressing all 
hands into service to get out the mail 
orders.” 


RARELY STRAY. 


_ New York University’s visit south 
is remarkable from more than one 
angle. Due to its own populous en- 
virons, the Violets have rarely strayed 
beyond them to meet an adversary. 
Their intersectional opponents are en- 
tertained at the Yankee stadium as a 
rule and their only sallies away from 
the sidewalks of New York, these be- 
ing rare enough, are limited to the 
eastern sphere. : 

_ This is not only the first intersec- 
tional game for the Violets, but their 
longest. And their coming to Athens 
amounts not only to a distinct tribute 
to the calibre of southern football, but 
to the establishing of a precedent. 
Therefore, it is little wonder that 
Athens is bustling about, making such 
preparations. 


N. Y. U.’s longest jaunt for a foot- 
ball game in the past has been to 
Pittsburgh to play Carnegie Tech. 
This occurred during the regime of 
Chick Meehan. Last year the Violets 
played their entire schedule at home. 
Their games with Georgia at the 
stadium drew little more than 15,000 
in a city of six million, whereas the 
year before Georgia and Tulane play- 
ed to around 40,000 in Athens. is, 
no doubt, convinced the N. Y. U. of- 
ficials that a trip to Athens in 19 
would be worthwhile, although the 
commercial angle was not the only 
one involved. After Georgia’s four 
visits to New York, the matter of 
courtesy in the form of a return game 
also was due consideration. 


ANOTHER PRECEDENT. 

Yale’s visit to Athens in 1929 to 
play the Bulldogs set another prece- 
dent. And the reception, both in the 
matter of crowd and hospitality, con- 
vinced Yale that invading the south 
wasn’t such a wayward adventure at 
that. ; 

Mr. Stegeman, who scouted the 
Violets in the game with Colgate, 
noted considerable improvement in the 
team and thought it showed a great 
deal of power, despite its 7-0 loss to 
that team. 


Captain Harry Temple, who recent- 
ly suffered a brain concussion, will 
not be able to play against the Bull- 
dogs, but a young man named Siegel 
had about usurped Temple's place be- 
fore he was hurt. 


“They have lots of good backs too,” 
Stegeman pointed out. “The McNa- 
maras and the Lemarks are gone, but 
Bill Abee and some shifty newcomers 
will be along and they have a power- 
ful line in front of them.” 


FINDS WEAKNESS. 


Coach Harry Mebre, of the Bull- 
dogs, found some faults in the Mer- 
cer game that had not been uncover- 
ed. For one thing, the Buildogs ran 
up against a powerful line in the Mer- 
cer team. They also had their first 
punt of the season blocked on them 
and the first touchdown scored on 
them by a team using straight line 
plays. This revealed defensive weak- 
nesses that Coach Mehre can now lay 
a finger on, not to mention the 
psychological improvement in his 
squad. 


“‘A close game like that is often the 
best thing that can happen to a club,” 
Harry pointed out. “Mercer had a 
good football team and proved to my 
boys that they can’t take any of them 
too lightly during these times.” 


The Violets no doubt were glad 
when Catfish Smith, Buster Mott and 
other Bulldog stalwarts finished. But 
they will have a wholesome respect 
for Buck Chapman, since it was this 
powerful runner who ripped their line 
to shreds last year and would have 
scored the winning or tieing touch- 
down but for the fumble going over 
the goal line. Buck was running at 
half then. Now he is cavorting at full 
and twice the player he was last year.

“For every child a home and that 
love and security which a home pro- 
vides; and for that child whe must 
receive foster care, the nearest sub- 
stitute for his own home.”

35 Killed, 50 Injured

_EVREUX, France, Oct. 24.—()— 

Thirty-five persons are known dead 
and 50 injured in the wreck of the 
Paris-Cherbourg express train near 
a Elier, nine miles from here, to- 
ay. 
_At least 12 of the dead are women. 
No American names appeared on the 
casualty list, 

The express was rounding a sharp 
turn when the accident occurred. The 
engine and four coaches hurtled from 
the tracks, off a 33-foot viaduct, and 
into the Rouloir river. 

The fireman and engineer died in 
their cab. The derailed coaches were 
crushed on the river bed. Many of 
the deaths were caused by drowning.
